Millionaire Changes 
Plea To No Contest 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 17 (4*)—Eu­ 
gene B. Casey, white-haired 42- 
year-old millionaire who was one of 
President Roosevelt’s wartime exec­ 
utive assistants “with a passion for 
anonymity,” tcxlRy was sentenced to 
pay $30.(XX) in fines and serve a Jail 
term for failure to bay income 
taxes. 
Casey entered a nlea of “no con­ 
test” to a 1 0 -month-old indictment 
accusing him of evading $70 304 in 
taxes for 1941-42-43. 
Federal Judge W. Calvin Chesnut 
imposed a $10.000 fine and a six- 
month jail sentence on the first 
count of the indicrment.

Airliner Turned

WASHINGTON. Oct. 17 i4»i — A 
freak upside down flight of 53 per- 
.«^ons In a big airliner was laid by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board today 
to the desire of a supervising pilot 
to see what would happen if he 
locked the flight controls. 
American Air Lines, owner of the 
plane, told newsmen that the pilot. 
Capt. Charles R Sisto, Los Angeles, 
had resigned. 
The incident occurred October 8 
near Mount Riley, Tex. A Skj-mas- 
ter was on its way to Los Angeles 
with 48 passengers and five crew­ 
men when it turned over. It was 
within seconds of crashing into the 
ground when the co-pilot righted 
it at an altitude of 3(X) to 400 
feet. 
Engaged Gnsi Lock 
The CAB, in a “statement of 
facts." said that Capt. Sisto, com­ 
mander of the plane, engaged the 
gust lock—a device properly used 
only on the ground—"to determine 
what action, if any. it woulcT have 
on the control and attitude of the 
airplane from level flight.”

Tells Britons 
That He Does 
Not Want War 


Differenf Economic 
Systems No Barrier 


WARSAW, Oct. 17 <4>) — Eight 
Labor 
members

Parliament touring Europe declar­ 
ed tonight that Prime Blinister 
Stalin had told them in Russia 
that he had no thought of making 
war and wanted to settle political 
and economic issues wdth the United 
States. 
The Britons, headed by Konnl 
Zilliacus, said Stalin added that it 
the United States and Britain did 
not desire to settle differences, “we 
.hall wait until they regain their 
reason.” 
Zllllncax said lie and the seven 
other member.s of Parliament, on 
a visit to Mtnsaiw to study Hu.Mitan 
trade unions and factories, were 
llown in n special plane to Stalin’s 
\illa at S«>chl on the Black Sea. 
*rhere. Zilliacus rf|x>rted. StaUn 
voiced a desire to reach an under- 
.st.inding between the East and 
West and dissipate fears of a new 
conflict. 
Two-Hour Interview 
The parliamentar>’ group quoted 
Stalin as saying in a two-hour in­ 
terview: 
“We want as close trade relati<ma 
with Great Britain as possible. Wo 
arc interested in the development 
of trade relations between our two 
countries. 
"The sooner the two states agree, 
the better for good partners m 
common work. 
"Just as the Soviet Union has 
alw*ays sUxxI for improvement of 
political 
and 
economic 
relations 
V’ith all coimtries, so it now stands 
for such improvement, beginning 
with the United States and Great 
Britain. 
"If these countries wish to Im­ 
prove relations with the Soviet 
Union, they will be welcomed. Wu 
shall be prepared to go forwa«! to 
meet them irrespective of what eco­ 
nomic setup may be in those coun­ 
tries. 
"Oo-operation between oountrleu 
having different economic systems 
is possible. That already has been 
proved by experience. 
Declares “We Can Wait» 
“If, however, they do not want 
to improve their relations with the 
Soviet Union, we shall have to do 
without them. We shall nevertheless 
be able to carry on. 
"We will wait until they regain 
their reason and understand co­ 
operation between nations Ls neces­ 
sary. We can wait. We are a patient 
people." 
Zilliacus declined to say whether 
Stalin indicated what steps should 
be taken to resolve the issues be­ 
tween Russia and the Anglo-Saxon 
powers. He added that he could not 
dLscIo.sc any further facts about 
what Stalin said.

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Competent Smoke Abatement 
Engineer Needed For City 


It If .somewhat surprising to find that some mem- 
bcri of the City Council are of the opinion that $6.000 
annually h too hig h a price to pay for a smoke abate­ 
ment ei.y ir-eer for Cumberland. 
At the .same time. 
It is g ratify ing to know there are those on the city s 
g overning body who hold contrary views and are of 
the opinion that a competent official cannot be had 
lor less. 
, ^ 
It was to be ex pected that the City C om m issioners 
would withhold approval of the application of Robert 
Henderson Emerick for the position until they are 
convmced he has the required training and possesses 
the knowledg e to g ive Cumberland the ty pe of direc­ 
torship to be ex pected under the provisions of the 
anti-smoke ordinance. 
But it is a mistake for any 
member to approach the problem with the matter of 
salary uppermost in his mind. 
Mr. Emerick was sug g ested for the position by the 
Celanese Corporation of America, acting in the in­ 
terest of the people of Cumberland, and we have 
every reason to believe Mr. Emerick’s qualifications 
were fully ascertained before he was recommended. 
So, when members of the City Council have satisfied 
themselves of this, little time should be lost in inter­ 
viewing Mr, Emerick with a fix ed intention of offering 
him a contract. 
We say little time should be lost 
because it i> a matter of record that the people of 
Cumberland have g rown weary over the con-stant 
smc» ke and rain of fly a.-h and other particles of dirt 
ben.e thrown off by locomotives and stacks of public 
utl.rae.''. manufacturing and public institutions. 
Citizens are in complete ag reement with City 
Attorney Charles Z. Hesketfs views ‘‘that when some­ 
one bi eng ag ed it should be done in g ood faith and 
not with the idea of a temporary job.” 
We all 
realize, as Mr. He-skett pointed out. that “ it will take 
time and study by a qualified ex pert and real results 
may not be obtained for six month.s or a y ear.” 
That there are members of the Council who 
would quibble over the matter of a $6,000 salary U> be 
pa*d a qualified person is hard to understand. 
It 
had been esumated, bs May or Post pointed out. that 
the 
of eliminating .•^moke from the city mig ht be 
as much as $10.000 annually —a .small sum to expend 
to cleanse the city and thereby create healthier con­ 
ditions under which all of u.s* must live. 
The benefiUs to be derived from this .smoke- 
cha'^mg undertaking will amount to a g reat deal 
more than the $10,000 it mig ht cost to enforce the 
anii-smoke ordinance. 
But only if a capable director 
IS eng ag ed can the people of Cumberland hope to g et 
the results dc.sired. 
A.side from the set services ex pected to be render­ 
ed by a City g overnment, little, if any thing , has been 
g iven the people over past y ears for the tax es paid, 
so it cannot be said they are being unreasonable in 
ex pecting the City Commissioners to see that they 
are g iven a smoke abatement eng ineer qualified to 
g he them the best administration pos.sible, even at 
a salar>- of $6.000 annually , which some Councilnien, 
we reg ret to say , consider too hig h. 
It should be borne in mind that one g ets in value 
o R;y what he or she pay s, whether it is for service, 
furniture, an automobile, a wa.« ^hing machine or, in 
this case, a smoke abatement eng ineer. 
A $6,000-a- 
j-ear smoke abatement eng ineer mig ht be ex pected 
to g ive the city service equal to those directing such 
work in many of our larg er cities. 
The people of 
Cu.mberland do not want this smoke elimination 
campaig n on a half-hearted basis. 


United States Decision 
On Palestine Problem 
The United States has made its decision—and a 
hard aeci.'í*on it was—in favor of the United Nations 
pla.". to dividí Pale.stine into separate J ewish and Arab 
nat. :..s. 
We have also ag reed to help UN preserve 
law and order in the strife-torn country during a 
tm ‘-y ciir tran.sition period from British to self-rule. 
But vie iisve made no .specific military commitments. 
The decision was not unex pected and probably 
per.ects the opinion of most Americans who have 
the ug h: much about the problem. 
Partition seems 
to be the best available solution for a nearly un- 
aoluablc probltm. 
But there is no blinking the 
fact that that decision will involve the United States 
in several knotty problems of its own. 
The first Is a political conflict with the manda­ 
tory power. Great Britain. 
The British have aii- 
noui.ced their Inleni to withdraw from Palestine in 
the near future. 
They do not propose to continue 
g ovcnar.g the country as the sole ag ent of the UN 
during any transition period. 
The other powers, 
mcludmg the United SUte.s, will have to share the 
burden of policing the Holy Land. 
But the American 
pofition, a.s stated. Is that Britain Is oblig ated to 
continue g uverning Palestine until the United Nations 
take over—which may be many months hence. 
Per­ 
haps a way out of the controversy is offered by 
Guatemala’s proposal that law and order be maln- 
talred by a military police force, armed and financed 
by the * Big Five” but made up of troops from the 
small nations. 
The problem of Arab opposition i.s far more dif­ 
ficult, 
The Arabs have denounced partition and vow­ 
ed that they will never accept it. 
The seven nation.s 
of the Arab Leag ue announce that their troop.s are 
now concentrating on the Palestine frontiers, to draw 
a ‘ rrr.c of steel” around the “ terrorist forces” of 
Zio:.: m. 
This may all be bluff: no unusual troop 
movimfi.ts bE Vond the bordcns have been observed. 
But the dang er of an Arab res’olt ag ainst partition by 
20C 000 trcK.pv cannot be discounted. 
The Arabs want 
Pa.f-tlr.e for tbp*- own independent state, and some 
of their le.iders are capable of transforming the 
Ho!y L.'ind into a .'Tnaller India to g et it. 
For the U.nited State.s there is also the immediate 
prrhlf.m of aruu.^'inp Arab enimity at a time when our 
dt r'.’.r.ing oil re.servcs makes us dependent on the vast 
re.'^^rvoirs of the Middle East. 
No long er can the United States enjoy the lux ury 
of rritif izinti British policy in Palestine from the 
.ridf hr.e.s. 
From now on we will be more or less in 
the thick of the fray . 
Every g roup in this country 
.« hotild realize that the time for reckless propag anda 
1« past. 
By deciding to help carry out partition we 
are ex ercl.'ing authority , and authority alway s involves 
responsibility .

THE MORPHI-V'E BLI NHER 


tlie hypodermic syringe 
wa.s first invented, mor­ 
phine was the .solution .most 
commonly injected. 
Tliis 
drug was u.sed originally with phe­ 
nomenal .success In patients suffer­ 
ing from neuralgia and arthritis but 
in time proved to be one of the 
greate.st blunders in medical history. 
Alexander Wood, who is con.'^id- 
ered by some authorities to be the 
father of the hyixxiermic injection, 
had a .special tecnnic for amelior­ 
ating dLstress. Tais 19th century 
physician recommf'nded that the 
needle sliould be introduced at the 
point which w'as tender to the 
touch. He thought that the drug 
had an action similar to our mod­ 
ern cocaine and had to be placed 
in the vicinity of the Inflamed 
nerve. 
Inadequate attention was 
paid to cleanliness and a.sepsls and 
sls a result, abscesses commonly 
developed. 
When 
thi.s 
occurred, 
treatment had to be stopped. 


Hunter, who was a great advocat« 
of this form of therapy, made two 
important observations. He found 
that morphine seemed to offer the 
greatest relief after it had been 
completely ab.sorbetl from the Injec­ 
tion site: and that it did not mat­ 
ter where the hypo was given just 
so long as it was administered be­ 
neath the skin. Tiese men did not 
know that the .substance nad to be 
absorbed into the blood stream first 
in order to ease discomfort. 
In time morphine was employed 
with recklc.ss frequency. One piiysi- 
cian suffering from neuralgia had 
received over 2,000 do.ses. Hunter 
him.self believed that the chemical 
was a wonderful nerve tonic and 
marveled at how well the patient 
felt after each “shot.” 
But the individual with neuritis 
never seemed to be cured and. after 
long periods of treatment, was a.s 
far from recovery as he was at the 
on.set. 
One lady with neuralgic 
pain “had been punctured upwards 
of 100 times, always In different 
places; but no sooner had the pain 
been driven from cne spot than it 
took up its Beat in another." 
The blow finally came when It 
was discovered that a craving fol­ 
lowed, similar to tbat from smoking 
opium. This fact was not accepted 
at first because there arre probably 
Just as many addicts among the 
medical profession as the laity. Ul­ 
timately the truth became so well 
established that the widespread use 
of the preparation was discontinued. 


Today the opiat^ Is iLsed to al­ 
leviate painful ailments that are 
not likely to last for a long time. 
It is not advised in chronic disturb­ 
ances in which repeated injections 
over a long period of time will be 
required. Hence it is not used in 
arthritis, certain typ es o í neuralgias, 
and circulatory disturbances because 
conditions of this nature may go 
on and on. 
The compound will 
afford temporary relief but, when 
adm inister^ over this length of 
time, there is always danger of 
addiction. On the other hand, it 
mu.st be iLsed occa.sionaUy when dis­ 
tress is unbearable.

Open W ay ForUnion Spendings

Hie 
American PtHleratl'« n of Dibor and 
tlie CIO are free to go ahead and 
engage directly In politics under the 
recent ruling of the National Libor 
Relations Board which said tliat 
neither organization i.s a ’labor 
organization” within the meaning 
of the Taft-Hartlev law. 
The ruling which General Coun­ 
sel Denham made in connc'tion 
with the requirement that labiir 
organizations must file anti-com­ 
munist affidavits before they can 
u.se the facilities of the board was 
reversed by the board itself, and 
the reversal was accepted by Mr. 
Denham. That action was tanta­ 
mount to saying that only those 
labor organlzatlon.s wnicli engage 
in collt'ctive bargaining or partici­ 
pate in labor-manr.gement relations 
concerning actual di.spute.s are really 
covereci by the restrictive features 
of the law’. 
This means that both the AFI. 
and the CIO can themselves act 
as political committees like any Re­ 
publican or Democratic Party com­ 
mittee of citizens. The two groups 
— AFTj and CIO —would have to 
register their list of expenditures 
and contributions with th<» clerk of 
the Hoii.se of Representative^! as I.s 
required for any political committee 
but there would be no ban on rais­ 
ing money or spending it for any 
political purpose. 


Law Prohibits It 
The Taft-Hartley lawn’s provirion 
regarding |X)lltical activitie.'^ pro­ 
hibits both expenditure« and con­ 
tributions by any corporation and 
any 
“labor 
organization.” 
Then 
comes this definition: 
“For the purposes of this section 
■labor organization’ means any or­ 
ganization of any kind, or any 
agency or employee representation 
committee or plan, in which em­ 
ployees participate and which exists 
for the puriXKse. in whole or in part, 
of dealing with employers concern­ 
ing grievances, labor dLsputes, wage.';, 
rates of pay, hours of emplojTiient, 
or conditions of work." 
The AFL deals with 4*mployers 
only in an incidental way. and 
that is in connection with certain 
government 
employees. 
For 
the 
most part the AFL is a federation 
of uiiion.s which u-ts as a coordin­ 
ator of unions generally on matter.s 
of policy as between each other. 
The AFL and the CIO do not en­ 
gage directly in employer - employee 
negotiations. 
It was this distinction which un­ 
doubtedly liifluen'’ed the judgment 
of tlie National Labor Relations 
Board when it ruled that the two 
top units in tlie American labor 
movement do not have to .sign anti- 
communLst affidavlL. But thl> ^ame 
interpretation is spcJIed out in spe­ 
cific terms in the .section of the 
Taft-Hartley law’ relating to politi­ 
cal activities. Since the ruling has 
now been ma<ie on much lc*..s ani- 
biguoiLs language with resiX'Ct to 
one .section of tlie law. it ni ly be 
taken for granted that the same 
approach will be confirmed with 
regard to the political-ban section. 
The truth is congiess was nc^t try ­ 
ing to taboo political activity by 
labor in America but merely to 
restrict the use of union funds 
so 
tliat no citizen would be compelleci 
to pay tribute to a political partv 
to which he did not belong and 
which he did not favor.

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Competent Smoke Abatement 
Engineer Needed For City 
It Is somewhat surprising to find that some mem­ 
bers of the City Council are of the opinion that $6,000 
annually Is too high a price to pay for a smoke abate­ 
ment engineer for Cumberland. 
At the same time, 
it Is gratifying to know there are those on the city’s 
governing body who hold contrary views and are of 
the opinion th at a competent official cannot be had 
lor less. 
It was to be expected th at the City Commissioners 
would withhold approval of the application of Robert 
Henderson Emerick for the position until they are 
convinced he has the required training and possesses 
the knowledge to give Cumberland the type of direc­ 
torship to be expected under the provisions of the 
anti-smoke ordinance. 
But it is a mistake for any 
member to approach the problem with the m atter of 
salary uppermost in his mind. 
Mr. Emerick was suggested for the position by the 
Celanese Corporation of America, acting in the in­ 
terest of the people of Cumberland, and we have 
every reason to believe Mr. Emerick’s qualifications 
were fully ascertained before he was recommended. 
So, when members of the City Council have satisfied 
themselves of this, little time should be lost in inter­ 
viewing Mr, Emerick with a fixed intention of offering 
him a contract. 
We say little time should be lost 
because it is a m atter of record that the people of 
Cumberland have grown weary over the constant 
smoke and rain of flyash and other particles of dirt 
being thrown off by locomotives and stacks of public 
utilities, manufacturing and public institutions. 
Citizens are in complete agreement with City 
Attorney Charles Z. Heskett’s views “that when some­ 
one is engaged it should be done in good faith and 
not with the idea of a temporary Job.** 
We all 
realize, as Mr. Heskett pointed out, th at “it will take 
time and study by a qualified expert and real results 
may not be obtained for six months or a year.** 
That there are members of the Council who 
would quibble over the m atter of a $6,000 salary to be 
paid a qualified person is hard to understand. 
It 
had been estimated, as Mayor Post pointed out, th at 
the cost of eliminating smoke from the city might be 
as much as $10,000 annually—a small sum to expend 
to cleanse the city and thereby create healthier con­ 
ditions under which all of us must live. 
The benefits to be derived from this smokc- 
chasing undertaking will amount to a great deal 
more than the $10,000 it might cost to enforce the 
anti-smoke ordinance. 
But only if a capable director 
is engaged can the people of Cumberland hope to get 
the results desired. 
Aside from the set services expected to be render­ 
ed by a city government, little, if anything! has been 
given the people over past years for the taxes paid, 
so it cannot be said they are being unreasonable in 
expecting the City Commissioners to see th at they 
are given a smoke abatement engineer qualified to 
give them the best administration possible, even a t 
a salary of $6,000 annually, which some Councilmen, 
we regret to say, consider too high. 
It should be borne in mind th at one gets in value 
only w hat he or she pays, whether it is for service, 
furniture, an automobile, a washing machine or, in 
this case, a smoke abatement engineer. 
A $6,000-a- 
year smoke abatement engineer might be expected 
to give the city service equal to those directing such 
work in many of our larger cities. 
The people of 
Cuxr.l)erland do not want this smoke elimination 
campaign on a half-hearted basis. 


United States Decision 
On Palestine Problem 
The United States has made its decision—and a 
hard decision it was—in favor of the United Nations 
plan to divide Palestine into separate Jewish and Arab 
nations. 
We have also agreed to help UN preserve 
law and order in the strife-torn country during a 
two-year transition period from British to self-rule. 
But we have made no specific military commitments. 
The decision was not unexpected and probably 
reflects the opinion of most Americans who have 
thought much about the problem. 
Partition seems 
to be the best available solution for a nearly un­ 
lovable problem. 
But there is no blinking the 
fact th at that decision will involve the United States 
in several knotty problems of its own. 
The first is a political conflict with the m anda­ 
tory power. Great Britain. 
The British have an­ 
nounced their intent to withdraw from Palestine in 
the near future. 
They do not propose to continue 
governing the country as the sole agent of the UN 
during any transition period. 
The other powers, 
including the United States, will have to share the 
burden of policing the Holy Land. 
But the American 
position, as stated, is th at Britain is obligated to 
continue governing Palestine until the United Nations 
take over—which may be many months hence. 
Per­ 
haps a way out of the controversy is offered by 
Guatemala’s proposal that law and order be m ain­ 
tained by a military police force, armed and financed 
by the “Big Five’* but made up of troops from the 
small nations. 
The problem of Arab opposition is far more dif­ 
ficult. 
The Arabs have denounced partition and vow­ 
ed th at they will never accept it. 
The seven nations 
of the Arab League announce th at their troops are 
now concentrating on the Palestine frontiers, to draw 
a “ring of steel** around the ‘‘terrorist forces’’ of 
Zionism. 
This may all be bluff: no unusual troop 
movements beyond the borders have been observed. 
But the danger of an Arab revolt against partition by 
200.000 troops cannot be discounted. 
The Arabs want 
Pa.estine for tb»{r own independent state, and some 
of their leaders are capable of transforming the 
Holy Land into a smaller India to get it. 
For the United States there is also the immediate 
problem of arousing Arab enimity at a time when our 
declining oil reserves makes us dependent on the vast 
reservoirs of the Middle East. 
No longer can the United States enjoy the luxury 
of criticizing British policy in Palestine from the 
sidelines. 
From now on we will be more or less in 
the thick of the fray. 
Every group in this country 
should realize that the time for reckless propaganda 
is past. 
By deciding to help carry out partition we 
are exercising authority, and authority always involves 
responsibility.

THE MORPHINE BLUNDER 
W 


IEN the hypodermic syringe 
was first invented, mor­ 
phine was the solution moat 
commonly injected. 
This 
drug was used originally with phe­ 
nomenal success In patients suffer­ 
ing from neuralgia and art britts but 
in time proved to be one of the 
greatest blunders in medical history. 
Alexander Wood, who Is consid­ 
ered by some authorities to be the 
father of the hypodermic injection, 
had a special technic for amelior­ 
ating distress. 
This 19th century 
physician recommended that the 
needle .should be introduced at the 
point which was tender to the 
touch. He thought that the drug 
had an action similar to our mod­ 
ern cocaine and had to be placed 
in the vicinity of the inflamed 
nerve. 
Inadequate attention was 
paid to cleanliness and asepsis and 
as a result, abscesses commonly 
developed. 
When 
this 
occurred, 
treatment had to be stopped. 


Hunter, who was a great advocate 
of this form of therapy, made two 
important observations. He found 
that morphine seemed to offer the 
greatest relief after it had been 
completely absorbed from the injec­ 
tion site; and that it did not mat­ 
ter where the hypo was given just 
so long as it was administered be­ 
neath the skin. These men did not 
know that the substance had to be 
absorbed into the blood stream first 
in order to ease discomfort. 
In time morphine was employed 
with reckless frequency. One physi­ 
cian suffering from neuralgia had 
received over 2,000 doses. Hunter 
himself believed that the chemical 
was a wonderful nerve tonic and 
marveled at how well the patient 
felt after each “shot.” 
But the individual with neuritis 
never seemed to be cured and, after 
long periods of treatment, was as 
far from recovery aa he was at the 
onset. 
One lady with neuralgic 
pain “had been punctured upwards 
of IOO times, always in different 
places; but no sooner had the pain 
been driven from one spot than it 
took up its seat in another.” 
The blow finally came when it 
was discovered that a craving fol­ 
lowed. similar to that from smoking 
opium. TTiis fact was not accepted 
at first because there were probably 
Just aa many addicts among the 
medical profession as the laity. Ul­ 
timately the truth became so well 
established that the widespread use 
of the preparation was discontinued. 


Today the opiate Is used to al­ 
leviate painful aliments that are 
not likely to last for a long time. 
It is not advised in chronic disturb­ 
ances in which repeated injections 
over a long period of tune will be 
required. Hence it Is not used in 
arthritis, certain types of neuralgias, 
and circulatory disturbances because 
conditions of this nature may go 
on ami on. 
The compound will 
afford temporary relief but, when 
administered over this length of 
time, there Ie always danger of 
addiction. On the other hand, it 
must be used occasionally when dis­ 
tress is unbearable.

Government Duplicates Pipeline Efforts Al Taxpayers' Expense; Gen. Groves 


Explains Russia's Atomic Status; Undeserved Reward From Truman

WASHINGTON. Oct. Sometimes 
it looks as if Government officials 
make it a special point not to let 
the right hand know what the 
left hand doeth. 
The War Assets Administration 
has just sold the famous Canol 
pipeline built in the Canadian Arc­ 
tic during the war to pump oil 
to the Alaskan seaboard. President 
Truman, when a Senator, raised 
Cain about construction of this line. 
He called it wasteful and unneces­ 
sary. 
But now, one branch or the Tru­ 
man administration is selling this 
pipeline for a pittance, while an­ 
other branch of the same Truman 
Administration is proposing to build 
another pipeline In Alaska, not far 
away. 


Why the Government could 
not dig ep the pipe from the 
original Canol line In the Cana­ 
dian Arctic and ase It In Alas­ 
ka Instead of selling the Canol 
line for Junk and haying new 
pipe for the new project is hard 
to understand. 


This summer the Navy Depart­ 
ment undertook highly important 
oil explorations In Alaska, which, 
if successful, should prevent gaso­ 
line rationing in the USA. also give 
the Navy a badly-needed additional 
supply of oil. Scientists predict that 
if the explorations bear out the 
first Alaskan oil samples, deposits 
will be discovered richer than Cali­ 
fornia’s gushing oil lands. 
But in order to market this oil. a 
700-mile pipeline mast be 
built 
across the Arctic. And to get Con­ 
gress to vote the money for this 
pipeline, the Navy flew the House 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Committee 
across northern Alaska this sum­ 
mer. pointing out the importance 
of such a line. 


Meanwhile In Washington the 
War Assets Administration pro­ 
ceeded to sell for the paltry 
sum of $799,999 the Canol pipe­ 
line to the L. B. Foster Co.. In-.. 
of Pittsburgh, and the Albert 
and Davidson Pipe Corporation 
of New York City—for junk. 
Originally the east of materials 
alone for 
this 
pipeline 
was 
$9,990,900. In view of the in­ 
creased cost of steel and the ex­ 
treme difflenity of buying pipe. 
the 
new 
proposed 
pipeline 
across Alaska would 
cost at 
least doable this amount. 


Sale of the Canol pipeline now 
goes to Attorney General Tom Clark 
for approval. Betting is that he will 
OK the deal. 


Russia’s Atomic Bomb? 
Maj. Gen. Leslie Groves, in charge 
of devek>i>ment of the atomic bomb, 
had a highly significant off-the- 
record meeting with Army and Navy 
officers the other day. during which 
he told them that Russia has the 
secret of the atomic bomb. But, he 
added, the Soviets do not have the 
industrial power to produce it. 


The 
earliest 
date 
Russia 
will be able to produce tho 
bomb,” estimated America's No. 
I atomic soldier, “will be 1951.” 


Groves 
explained 
that 
Russia 
lacks not technical knowledge, but 
industrial facilities. Soviet scien­ 
tists know' the secret of the atomic 
bomb except for a few minor details, 
though these can be solved easily by 
experimentation. 
One minor step which the Soviets 
have not yet discovered, explained a 
scientist who addressed the group 
with Groves, is the exact ratio of 
uranium particles that should be 
mixed with other substances. The 
physicist also predicted it would 
take 15 years to develop an effec­ 
tive atomic V-2 rocket. 
Oen. Groves suggested that atom­ 
ic development inside Russia would 
be hindered rather than helped by 
the dictator system. To illustrate 
this, he recalled his own experiences 
in developing the bomb. 
‘‘Some of our scientists were too 
pessimistic, and I would have to 
encourage them. Others were too 
optimistic, and I would have to dis­ 
courage them,” said Groves. "Then 
both would go to Mr. Stimson (then 
Secretary of War) and tell what I 
had said. The Secretary would call 
me in, an dask which story was 
correct. I just told him I knew what 


I was doing and would have to do 
it in my own way. In Russia. I 
would have been purged immediate­ 
ly." 


Truman Rewards Republicans 


Democratic 
leaders 
have 
long 
been griping over the increasing 
numbers of Republicans appointed 
by President Truman, which has 
now reached a climax with the 
appointment of Arthur S. Barrows, 
Chicago bank director and former 
head of Sears Roebuck, to the new 
Job of Undersecretary for Air. 


Mr. Barrows isn't advertising 
it. but be not only is a Repub­ 
lican. but a bitter Roosevelt- 
hater. 


During the war. Barows was din­ 
ing with his old friend. Lester H. 
DeMuth. head of the DeMuth St4*el 
Products Co. Mr. DeMuth is a Mis­ 
souri Democrat and a conservative 
one. He had known Mr. Barrows for 
many years and the families were 
good friends. 
However, at this dinner. Bar­ 
rows became so vituperative in his 
nunir-calling of President Roose­ 
velt that DeMuth finally rase and 
left the dinner table. Tile incident 
broke up an old friendship. 
Now. Mr. Barrows has been given 
a highly important sub-Cabinet job 
by the very same man who was 
made Vice President by the late 
President whom Mr. Barrows so 
bitterly hated. 


Mrs. Clayton Finally Wins 
It was vivacious Mrs. Will Clay­ 
ton who finally induced her hus­ 
band lo resign as Undersecretary 
of State for economic affairs. 
"I have spent my best years iii 
the waiting room of life.” Mrs. 
Clayton once told Jimmy Byrnes in 
demanding that her husband gel 
out of the State Department. "Will 
began life at Anderson-Clayton by 
working until midnight. Now he is 
doing the same thing for your 
State Department. I am going bock 
to Texas. Jimmy Byrnes, and you 
can have my house and my husband 
both.” 


Just as be resigned this week. 
Clay ton was embroiled in a sig­ 
nificant battle on basic State 
Department policy toward Rus­ 
sia. Ile argued that the way to 
rebuild Europe after the war 
was to soflpedal the. war of 
words with Russia and empha­ 
sise the importance of trade 
between Rusks nixed Europe and 
the Western world. This. Clay­ 
ton maintained, would eventual­ 
ly break down the economic iron 
curtain. 


Undersecretary of State Lovett, 
in charge of political affairs how­ 
ever. disagreed with Clayton. 
Clayton, incidentally, will be miss­ 
ed in the State Department. He did 
a good job

American Federation of labor and 
the CIO are free to go ahead and 
engage directly In politics under the 
recent ruling of the National Labor 
Relations Board which said that 
neither organization is a ''labor 
organization'* within the meaning 
of the Taft-Hartlev law. 
The ruling which General Coun­ 
sel Denham made in connection 
with the requirement that labor 
organizations must file anti-com­ 
munist affidavits before they can 
use the facilities of the board was 
reversed by the board itself, and 
the reversal was accepted by Mr. 
Denham 
That action was tanta­ 
mount to saying that only thase 
labor organizations w.uch engage 
in collective bargaining or partici­ 
pate in labor-management relations 
concerning actual disputes are really 
covered by the restrictive features 
of the law 
This means that both the AFL 
and the CIO ran themselves act 
as political committees like any Re­ 
publican or Democratic Party com­ 
mittee of citizens. The two groups 
— AFL and CIO— would have to 
register their list of expenditures 
and contributions with th* clerk of 
the House of Representatives as is 
required for any |X)littcal committee 
but there would be no ban on rais­ 
ing money or spending it for any 
political purpose. 
Law Prohibits It 
The Taft-Hartlev law's provision 
regarding political activities pro­ 
hibits both expenditures sud con­ 
tributions by any corporation and 
any 
"labor 
organization.” 
Then 
comes this definition: 
"For the purposes of this section 
•labor organization’ means any or­ 
ganization of any kind, or any 
agency or employee representation 
committee or plan, in which em­ 
ployees participate and which exists 
for the purpose, in whole or in part, 
of dealing with e n jo y ers concern­ 
ing grievances, labor disputes, wages. 
rates of pay, hours of employment, 
or conditions of work ” 
The AFL deals with employers 
only in an incidental way. and 
that is in connection with certain 
government 
employees. 
For 
the 
most part the AFL is a federation 
of unions which a^ts as a coordin­ 
ator of unions generally on matters 
of policy as bet W i e n each other. 
Tho AFL and the CIO do not en­ 
gage directly in employer - employee 
negotiations. 
It was this distinction which un­ 
doubtedly influenced the judgment 
of the National Lab<»r Relations 
Board when it ruled that the two 
top units in the American labor 
movement do not have to sign anti­ 
communist affidavits. But this Kame 
interpretation is spelled out in *pe- 
ciflc terms in the section of the 
Taft-Hartley law relating to politi­ 
cal activities. Since the ruling has 
now been made on much less am­ 
biguous language with respect to 
one section of the law. It may be 
taken for granted that the same 
approach will be confirmed with 
regard to the poll* leal-ban section. 
The truth is congiess was not try­ 
ing to taboo political activity by 
labor in America but merely to 
restrict the use of union funds so 
that no citizen w«hjI<I be compelled 
to pay tribute to a political purtv 
to which he did not belong and 
which he did not favor. 
Senator Taft has been quoted in 
the dispatches this week as saying 
the AFL fund of $3,000,000 for 


political education would b* Illegal 
only if it was obtained by th# 
assessment method and was not the 
result of voluntary action 
There is nothing to prevent th# 
tndividual unions from raising po­ 
litical funds by the voluntary me­ 
thod and turning the proceeds over 
either to the AFL or the CIO tor 
expenditure by them now that both 
the AFL and CIO are held not 
to be a "labor organization” within 
the meaning of the law 
This will be regarded by some 
members of Congress as a loophole 
which can be corrected by amend­ 
ing the law, but It seems doubtful 
that such an amendment would be 
adopted since the AFL and the CTO 
could contend that they do not dif­ 
fer from other political committee* 
which do not participate in em­ 
ployer - employee negotiations but 
exist primarily for educational pur­ 
poses or even for coordination of 
occupational endeavors. 
Would Open Way Te Other* 
lf. of course, the new definition 
permits national organizations like 
the AFL and CIO to spend monev 
in political campaigns, it must mean 
that unincorporated trade associa­ 
tions. on national and state and cliv 
acale, can engage similarly in poe­ 
tics and can adopt the same means 
of circumvention Thus, stockhold­ 
ers or officeholders of corporations 
can contribute as individuals to 
political committees or to such 
national trade associations as are 
not incorporated. 
The real objective of the law j» 
to prevent misuse of union cr cor­ 
poration funds. 
What individuals 
do with their own money is their 
own concern. 
Th* point 1b that 
the collection of political 
fund* 
must not have in it any element 
of coercion and must remain volun­ 
tary in every seme. 
Any la bor- 
union worker who threatens another 
worker with some punishment if ho 
does not contribute can nm afoul 
of the law 
ALso there is consider­ 
able risk for the AFL and CIO if 
they usa the personnel of the local 
constituent labor unions to collect 
political contributions. 
Assess men is Appear Unlawful 
Any such thing as "assessments'* 
would appear to be unlawful, but 
it may be that at the San Francisco 
convention the assessment idea was 
intended to serve more in the sense 
of a quota for Individual union.*. 
The test of the law might readily 
come when officers of a unum. 
under their various constitutional 
powers, 
leveled an assessment for 
"educational purposes” and .the fund 
v as turned over to the API, or CIO, 
as the case may he. without direct­ 
ing that the funds be used "rn con­ 
nection with" any 
political cam­ 
paign. 
To prosecute under such 
circumstances, it would have to be 
proved that the fund was in fact 
intender! for political purposes and 
that a conspiracy tc violate the law 
had been hunches. 
Prosecutions under the federal 
laws governing elections are *ew 
and far between anyway, and where 
there are tapholes or ambiguities, 
the Depart nent cf Justice, under 
Republican as well as Democratic 
adm inis tratxns, shies away from 
filing law sut'. 
The chances are that the r-rersaI 
of the Denhun ruling opens the wav 
for both the AFL and CIO to spend 
as they Pleine rn political cam­ 
paigns without 
4ear of prosecu­ 
tion.

Burma Sends First 
Ambassador ToU.S.

D. C., as Burma’s first Ambassador 
to the United States is U So Nyun. 
British-educated de facto Mayor of 
Rangoon, whose forebear» were in 
the direct serv ice of the Burmese 
Kings. 
Born in Rangoon in Nov ember 
1898, So Nyun is the » econd » on of 
the late U Thin, the flrit Burman 
Administrator-General of the Hign 
Court of Judicature at Rangoon. 
One of hb forefathers was for many 
years the Burmese King s Agent at 
Rangoon, who for meritorious ser­ 
v ice was awarded the Noble Order 
of the Golden Umbrella. 
After school day» in Rangoon, So 
Nyun continued hb studies at Bal- 
llol College, Oxford, Edinburgh Uni­ 
v ersity and at the Inns of Court, 
London, where he was called to the 
bar by the Middle Temp le in 1926. 
At Oxford he was one of the ori­ 
ginal members of the Oxio vd Uni­ 
v ersity Asiatic Society founded by 
Anthony Eden. 
Returning to Burma. So Nyun es­ 
tablished a successful p ractice at 
the Rangoon bar. In 1938 he was 
ap p ointed secretary of the Ran­ 
goon Corp oration. 
and In 1933 
Municip al Commissioner, the sec­ 
ond Burman to hold thb ap p oint­ 
ment. He resumed thb ap p ointment 
lifter the Brltbh re-occup ied Burma 
in 1945. 
A keen sp ortsman. So Nyun has 
been a steward of the Rangoon 
Turf Club for sev eral years Present­ 
ly he b p resident of the Burma 
Athlctle A.v iocifttlon which « p oiisors 
football, hockey and cricket tour- 
namenu as weU as track and field 
ev ent» .

This Irate lasts a 
minimum of 77 day*—35 before child­ 
birth and 42 after. Post-natal leave 
is extended to 56 calander days lf 
anything abnormal occurs during 
child birth. 
A nursing mother la not permitted 
to work night shifts or over tim* 
and in addition to normal dinner 
hours she has 30 minute breaks al 
least every three ana a half hours 
to nurse her baby. 
When necessary she receive* addi­ 
tional time out at even more fre­ 
quent Intervals to nurse the infant. 
When dtsegreement arises between 
the worker and the management the 
question is settled by a children's 
clinic or other medical institutions. 
Enterprises employing large num­ 
bers of women are obliged to sot 
apart special rooms for feminine hy­ 
giene as well aa special rooms where 
infante can be nursed. 
Rest homes for pregnant women 
were established by rn decree of the 
the All Union Central Council at 
Trade Unions in 1944.

Burma Sends First 
Ambassador Toll.S.

Leaving Rangoon for Washington. 
D. C.. as Burma’s first Ambassador 
to the United States is U So Nyun. 
British-educated de facto Mayor of 
Rangoon, whoa* forebears were in 
the direct service of the Burmese 
Kings. 
Born in Rangoon in November 
1898. So Nyun la the second son of 
the late U Thin, the first Burman 
Administrator-General of the High 
Court of Judicature at Rangoon. 
One of his forefathers was for many 
years the Burmese King s Agent at 
Rangoon, who for meritorious ser­ 
vice was awvrded the Noble Order 
of the Oolden Umbrella. 
After school days In Rangoon. So 
Nyun continued his studies at Bai­ 
l l i College. Oxford. Edinburgh Uni­ 
versity and at the Inns of Court, 
London, where he was called to th* 
bar by the Middle Temple in 1998. 
At Oxford he was one of the ori­ 
ginal members of th* Oxford Uni­ 
versity Asiatic Society founded by 
Anthony Eden. 
Returning to Burma. So Nyun es­ 
tablished a successful practice at 
the Rangoon bar. In 1936 he was 
appointed secretary of the Ran­ 
goon Corporation. 
and in 1939 
Municipal Commissioner, the sec­ 
ond Burman to hold this appoint­ 
ment. He resumed this appointment 
after the British re-occupied Burma 
in 1945 
A keen sportsman. So Nyun has 
been a steward of the Rangoon 
Turf Club for several years. Present­ 
ly he is president of the Burma 
Athletic Association which sponsors 
football, hockey and cricket tour­ 
naments aa well as track and field 
events.
